" I remember so well our hunt for 
rooms," writes Mrs. Brigadier Powell, 
.who, as Brigadier Lnrentz Summer,

" The first Inmate came to us of 
her own free will. It was before the 
Home was opened or even furnished, 
One winter's afternoon In 1890, Just 
as I was returning home from the 
city, I hparcl f<mtnte-ps behind me in 
the soft-falling snow, and eome one 
spoke to me. 

" As '. turned I found myself face 
to face .,'lth a girl with an old grey 
phawl .nveloplng her head and 
shoulder. She asked If 1 could direct 
her 10 The Army Rescue Home. I 
told her the Home was not opened 
yet, noi even ready, but she asonred 
me that on her release from prison 
that day the Chief of Police had told 
her to g'> and find The Army Rescue 
Home, as it was her only hope. 

" I brought her with me to see the 
Commissioner, and she told her piti- 
ful tale of twelve years spent on the 
BireetR, and how sick Bhe was of her 
life. But unless we could take her 
and be responsible for her, she would 
Have to return to the brothel. 



" So the Commissioner fonfc her in, 
and Solma became the first fruit of 
our Swedish Rescue Work. 

" Slum Work was commenced very 
noon after the Rescue, and to-day 
there are In Sweden Ave Rescue 
Homes, twenty-eight Slum Posts, four 
Children's Creches, or day nurseries, 
besides the Servants' ' Home ' and a 
Shelter and Metropole in Stockholm."

A curious betrothal ring was at 
one time used by the Orkney Island- 
ers. Couples were wont to repair to 
the standing stones of Stennis, and 
there plight their troth. 

The wedding ring has been worn on 
all lingers, and even on the thumb, 
and by both parties to the marriage 
contract. 

At tho present time It Is the cus- 
tom in some lands far both, sexes to 
wear the wedding ring. 

In early Roman times, an Iron fin- 
ger ring, symbolical of simplicity and 
strength, was worn by even the moFt

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Emigration the Imperial 
Necessity. 

WHAT HIS MAJESTY KING GEORGE 
SAYS. 

A very interesting character sketch 
of King Grvrse, by Mi. "►'. T. Stead, 
appears tn the Review of Reviews. 
From this It appears tbat H s Majesty 
regards emigration as the great Im- 
perial neceas'ty. The following ex- 
tract from the King's famous "Wake- 
up" speech as reported in the papers, 
seems to show that the Knlg has very 
strong and very sane views on the 
matter: — 

. "To the dlstlDgu'shed represent*- 
tlvea of the commercial Interests of 
the Emp:re, whom I have the pleasure 
of seeing here to-day, I venture to 
allude 10 the impression which seem- 
ed generally to preva',1 among their 
brethren across the seas, that the Old 
Country must wake up If she Intends 
to maintain her old position of ore- 
eminence In her Colonial trade 
.against foreign competitors. (Hear, 
bear.) No one who bad the privilege 
of enjoying the experiences watch we 
have had during our tour could fall 
to be struck with one ail-prevalllng 
and pressing demand — the want of 
population. Even in the oldest of 
our Colonies there were abundant 
s'gna of this need. Boundless tracts 
of country yet unexplored, bidden 
mineral wealth ca'llng for develop- 
ment, vast expanses of virgin soil 
ready to yield profitable crops to the 
settlers. And these can he enjoyed 
under conditions of healthy living, 
liberal laws, free InsL tutlofts, <iu ex- 
change for the overcrowded cities 
and the almost hopeless struggle for 
existence, which alas, too often Is the 
lot of many in the Old Country. 
.'(Hear, bear.) But one condition, and 
one only, Is made by our Colonial 
Brethren, and that Is, 'Bend us su't- 
sftle emigrants.* (Hear, bear.) I 
would go farther, and appeal to my 
fellow-countrymen at home to prove 
the strength of the attachment of the 
Motherland to her children hy sending 
to them only of her best. (Cheers.) 
By this means we may still further 
strengthen, or at all events paos on 
unimpaired, that pride of race, that 
unity of sentiment and purpose, that 
feeling of common loyalty and obli- 
gation which knit together and alone 
can maintain the Integrity of our' 
Empire, (Prolonged cheers}."

Toe Peril of the Fir. 

According to an eminent entomolo- 
gist, the common house fly is one of 
the meet dangerous pests that bother 
the community. Time was when the 
fly used to be defended as a scaven- 
ger, and he woe not altogether un- 
worthy, of the name, but nowaday* 
the scavenging wort that the fly 
might do Is much better done by 
practical sanitary science. Until 
lately, It was sot known that the fly 
was an agent of disease, and even y^t 
the extent to which this Insect 
spreads death and destruction Is not 
appreciated. Medical men are alive 
to the peril, and sanitary precau- 
tions tending to abolish the fly are 
being advocated and enforced. 
i Every house fix carries on Its legs 
and body bacteria of all kinds, aud 
the spores of moulds and other or- 
ganloms which accompany decay. He 
does not moan to do harm, but he can- 
jK»f help It, The fact Is that his legi 
end body and proboscis and wings are 
covered with microscopic hairs; and 
as the fly's habit Is to frequent alt 
Borta of filth In its search for food, 
the hairs become covered with germs. 
Of these It cannot possibly rid Itself, 
and so It becomes a veritable " wing- 
ed and wandering bundle of bac-

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A FLAG WHICH KEEPS AH ESTATE. 
Coacernisg the Great Duke of 



It Is sot generally known that on 
the anniversary of Waterloo each rear 
v— June 38, 1815, was the original day 
—the Dulte of Wellington hfla to 
present tbe Sovereign with a new 
flag bearing tbe French colours, as 
an acknowledgment that his grace 
holds tbe manor of StrathBoldsaye at 
the wn and pleasure of the Kins, 
that estate having been presented to 
tbe Iron Duke as a national gift for 
hfH BucceaB over Napoleon at Water- 
loo. 

Tbe ceremony of the presentation 
of the Hag Is to-day much shorn of 
its ane'ent g?ory, for formerly the 
ruling duke used to bring the. trophy 
himself on horseback and personally 
offered it to tbe Monarch. Nowadays 
It ''s sent by deputy, however, and Is 
then placed by some appointed 
equerry in the position assigned to It, 
name'y, over the marb'e bust of the 
old Duke of We'llngton that stands 
on Its pedestal In the guardroom at 
Windsor Caste. Tbe flag which has 
rested there during the preceding 
year i'b then taken down and returned 
to the duke's messenger. 

It Is on the spec'al condition of thus 
rendering tlx'e annual tribute of feu- 
dal service as we may call It that tbe 
reigning duke is allowed to retain 
the splend d estate already mention- 
ed, ir he omits to send the banner 
on tbe proper day he forfeits the 
right to the estates. 

The same principle anpl'eg to the 
Itentitifiil domains of Blenheim, held 
by the Dulie of Marlborough, who 
similarly haa to send a new flag on 
each anniversary of the battle 
[(August 33, 1704). The banner fa 
placed over the bust of the noted 
DukeofMarlhoroughalsola the guard- 
rom at Windsor. 

The grant to the Duke of Welling- 
ton Is thus described In tho Ufo 
written by Lteut.-Colonel Williams: 
"In the Houae of f,ordB, on Juno 23, 
1813, Earl Bathurst, pursuant to no- 
tlca, moved the thanks of I'nrllnnient 
to the Dufce of Wellington for h's late 
glorious victory. In the courae of 
, his speech Ir'a T.ordBh'p said liie 
Dulcc or Wellington had done In 
battle a'l that n military man could 
do, frequently performing the duty of 
colonel and captain. ra'Iy'iig his men, 
nnd ensur'ns the success of the battln, 
... In the House of Commons 
also, ,1b" Fame day. Lord CnBllerpngti 
moved (lie thank* of the House to 
the Dl; '.<? of Wellington nnd others 
concen. •() in llir Bntt'e of Waterloo, 
Which -.vna rnrrleri ' uein, eon."

visits Brighton and is welcomed bj 
THE MAYOR S OF BRIG HTON AND HOVE 

FIFTY SURRENDERS TO CHRIST. 



The visit of Tbe General, saya tbe 
British Cry was regarded as a not- 
able event by the civic and relig'oua 
life of the town. Thousands oE 
people crowded the Hippodrome, and 
the afternoon gathering presented a 
striking and, even with The General's 
Meetings, unusual spectacle In that 
two mayors were present In the'r 
offitc'al capacity to participate in the 
civic welcome, His Worship the 
Mayor of Brighton (Councillor Ed- 
ward Geere), who, accompanied ay 
the Mayoress, presided, ' and the 
Mayor of Hove (Capta a A. B. S. 
Fraaer), not only sat with The Gen- 
eral on the platform, but also made 
a most cordial speech. 

The Chairman bav'ng expressed bis 
sincere admiration and appreciation 
of The Army's efforts, said his per- 
sonal feelings were shared by a'l h's 
colleagues, whether on the Borough 
Council or tile Board of Guardians. 
He was convinced that all who were 
engaged In pubic work were bound 
at one point or another to come In 
contact with The Salvation Army. As 
a Poor Law guardian lie was especlaj-. 
ly able to appreciate The Army's ef- 
forts, and he believed that In Tbe 
General's Land Colony Scheme, as 
exemplified at Hadlelgli, they rou'd 
find the solution of oae of the worst 
problems or our day. 

In bis lecture, wa'ch was another 
magnificent mental and physical 
achievement. The General emphasiz- 
ed the vital truth that tbe safest, tbe 
surest, and the most economical 
method of regenerating society was 
by religion. All that The Army liad 
achieved had depended en that. 

In proposing a vote of thanks tha 
Mayor of Hove said The General was 



an extraord nary man for work and 
energy. He bad given tneai all that 
afternoon a lessoa of what hi coii& 
do. 

This brilliant civic assembly gave 
place at night to a profoundly solemn 
gathering, when, with tbe great 
bulIJ"ng crowded in every pirt, oar 
Leader made a powerful attack on 
s'n. Brighton Hppodrome diSers 
from every other buKding of Its kind 
In one important respect; this is that 
all tbe seating space is confined to 
the ground floor, and one sweeping 
halcony. This ba'cony, v'ewed from 
the stage, seems to be suspended by 
its upper ra from the base of the 
domelike roof with nothing e'ee in- 
tervening between the speaker and 
tbe farthermost pent of the Auditor- 
ium. The effect produced Is one of 
vaatness. and when thronged with 
people, as It was on Sunday n r ght, 
the spectacle otuat have Oiled tha 
speaker with inspiration. 

Upon the task of winning these 
people for God Tbe General set his 
heart and concentrated bis powers. "I 
have come to Brighton on puriwse 
(he sa'dl- Tb*s Is the end to which 
the remaining days of my life are 
consecrated.. Perhaps Ibis Is the last 
appeal I shall ever make. My voice 
may never be heard in Brighton 
again." Not only did he plead as 
though It actaa'.ly was his last op- 
portunity, but he warned the people 
as though it certainly was theirs. 

In response to his appea:s, hacked 
up by tbe prayers ass lavitatloss of 
Colonel Lawley and Colonel What- 
more, fifty-five persons surrendered.

might bring to mind experiences and 
conv'ctlons of the past. 
Whst Our Uniform Stands For. 

The Incident, common enough 1 
dare say n the Hvpb of many Sa:va- 
tlonlsts, started some reflections of 
more or less importance In my own 
mind. 

To beg'n with, I. relo'ced — as I 
have rejoiced a thousand times be- ' 
fore^-that all over the wortd men 
recognitfa lit tbe uniform of the Sal- 
vationist, a reminder of the c'atms 
of God. Look at it how you may, 
that Is a gain to the world; It Is a 
ga?n to the Church of Christ; It Is 
a gain to the Kingdom of * Righteous- 
ness ;1t is somoth'ng to be thankful 
for; It is someth/ng to be proud of, 
if only because it Is rttle short of 
a miracle. It Is something to in- 
crease our faith fn God. It Is the 
witness of the world genera'Iy to the 
great central fact of our h story, 
namely, that we stand for re'.iglon; 
that we acknowledge God, 

Cod First and Foremost. 

This recognition docs sOmcth'ng 
else. One sometimes bears now- 
adays from would-be critics that The 
Salvation Army Is less a spiritual 
force and more a humanitarian 
agency than was formerly tbe case, 
or than ought to be the case. To any 
one who really knows the' facts this 
statement Is an absurd blunder. But 
here is a witness from the world 
Itself that the first great ontrtsiwifng 
feature of The Salvation Army, that 
which has Impressed Itself first and 
foremost upon the mind of tbe multi- 
tude, U not that we are humanitar- 
ian, or social, or philanthrope— 
although we are all these put to- 
gether—but that we are rell&fsw. 
Wherever men meet, east or west, 
north or smith, and we are the sjb- 
ject of Ibtjlr thought or debate, 
whether th e result be to applaod or 
condemn us, to pra're or to blame vi, 
It Is our religion which tabes the first 
p'ace In cttent'on, It may attract; 
It may 'repel; It may be a reaeoa for 
approval, or a ground for hatred, bet 
there It is. 

And so, when Salvationists appear 
among their fallows, there 1b a triad 
of universal Instinct which, without 



knowing it. brushes as'de the sea- 
sense which la eoEsetimes tasked 
about us, and by an Involuntary set 
of both Intel; gence and cooscleace 
acknowledges that first and foremost 
we aland for God. 

Compiling Attention. 

But to return. Not osly does the 
existence of Tbe Army, Its Buttons, 
(aid its work speak to eoea of the 
claims of God, but it goes farther- 
it cba'lengus men to account for 
their own conduct. It has, by God's 
blessing upon us, become steoct irv 
possible for a Salvationist to appear 
In any compasy In any part of the 
world without Instantly arresUsg (he 
attent'on of men. and merely by the 
Bllent testimony of the uniform, or 
some other outward s!ga ' of oajty 
with us, compelling the r thoughts to 
turn away for a moment from the 
trifles of. time to the usasswered 
questfons which re!ate to eteralty, 
aud lo answer the great inquiry: 
'Am I rght or am I wrong?" 

Our Inevitable Influence. 

I know, of course, that this Is oflea 
very crude; I know It Is often very 
br'ef In (te Influence; I ksow it Is 
often associated with bitterness aed 
contumely, and sometimes wrthseora 
and passion. But there ■' is! I glory 
in it; I praise God for It; I bow my- 
self before the Cross of Car.st with 
great joy when I think aboot ;t; I 
see In t eometh/ng of a fulfilment 
of, the Apostle's words, "Ye are My. 
Epistles, read and known of a3 men,' 

Many wbo read these notes will be 
rem'nded of Innumerable examples 
of the power of elmlar iaSaescei- 
For this recognition is not confined 
to uniform. It extends to almost 
everything assocatcd wi;h The Array 
— our Meetings, our mu^fe, oar eosgs. 
onr bills, pur books, our eewspapers, 
all have Jn some degree a etoaUar 
Influence. Nay, eoBsethSag e! tbe 
same kind applies to the very raea- 
tlon of our name Sa tbe Press, or the 
factory, or the mill a»d shop; so thai 
the very les and slssders wh'ch are 
propagated against as propagated by 
Foxe people for gala, aad &y others 
for love of evil, and by ethers stBl 
out of sheer folly— exercise ssms- 
th'ng of this strange laSsenes spca 
men.

Therefore In time there grew 
up a. body of men precisely like our 
police, except that they acted as Are* 
men as well. 

"Id the reign of Augustus, -when 
Ilorae hod a population of nearly a 
million, there was a po'lee force of 
seven thousand men, with a commis- 
sioner, Inspectors, captains, and ■ 
lieutenants. Their twenty-one sta- 
tion-houses were carefully d'stributed 
over the whole area of Rome. One of 
these old-time elation-bouses was 
exhumed In 1S6S, and the remains of 
It show tliat the Roman police were 
well boused arlyd: cared for. They had. 
a fine building of mar bio and- brick, 
with baths, a gymnasium, and a 
lounglng-place for the "reserves" who 
were not actually on patrol duty. 

"Dur'ng the Middle Ages, there 
seems to have been uo police at all. 
The king, of courso. In each castle had 
his own household guards, and every 
feudal lord was escorted by a band, 
of armed retainers for h's personal 
protection. Hut these feudal retain- 
ers were themselves a cause of great 
(Jist'Priuiiir*-, since Ihsv o'tm fought 
together in the streets, and felt no 
. obligation toward any one but the'r 
own ch'efs. Private persons had to 
go armed, and usually went ahout at 
night in companies, so as to Insure 
their safety. After sunset, most

."No modern Institution Ig . more 
talked about and written about tlinn 
the po'lee," saya a writer 'n Munsey'g 
MsijiwJiie. "The pn'.iee prob em In 
all. great c't'es Is one to which con- 
tinual thought -'Is given, both by pri- 
vate c tlzcns and by leg slators. Tp 
millions of persons a uniformed po- 
liceman represents 'n h's own person 
'. the whole power of the law. There is 
a certain fascination ahout the work 
of the police, s'nee it bas to do w'th 
the 'prevention of Illegal nets, with 
the tracking down of offenders, and 
with the mysteries and monstrosllea 
of crime. How much we owe to the 
police one can read Jy understand by 
thinking for n moment of what city 
life would be like If the police system 
were abolished. 

If the police. tece of a city wore 
to be suddenly withdrawn no man's 
house or property or person would 
be Bflfe at any moment of the day 
or night. Men would have to 60 
armed, Houses and shops would 
have to be barr'caiied by night. No 1 
one could leave home with a feeling 
of security as to what would happen 
In his absence. 

"The power of the police. In fact, 
exercises a strong and admirable in- 
fluence in the preservation of order, 
and In secur'ng a sate and tranquil 
life for every law- abiding citizen, A 
tsober person may walk without fear 
through all the c'ty's slums by night 
as well as by day. and be secure from 
mo'ostatlon, Traffic moves on with 
wonderfully little Impde'ment, At the 
first symptom of disorder, blue-coated 
officers appear as If by magic and 
suppress ft, One may not see a great 
deal of the police; yet It cannot he 
doubted that the very knowledge of 
their existence has an Immense effect 
upon the lawless, 

"It Is Interest'ng to trace the pro- 
cess by which, In all the countries et 
the civilized world, this systom bas 
grown to he bo efficient and co much 
a part of our da'ly life. 

Police of the Ancient World. 

"Naturally enough, 'n ancient times, 
many of the functions of the modem 
police were performed by so'dlors. In 
the cities of ancient Greeco and 
Pers'a, guards were Etalloned at the 
gates; ami at n'ght there were mili- 
tary .watchmen upon the walls, Kings 
and people of high rank had also 
military protectort But the notion 
of a body of men trained and dis- 
ciplined to malnta'D order for tbe 
benefit of the c'tisens at large found 
no place In the Binds of the s-ulera 
of antiquity escontlnfe only at Home, 

"Row®. was, 'n fac^the oily where 
^he police systom, alme.st exactly,, la 
our modem sense of the word, orlg. 
Inat^a. The Romans were always 
averse to the presence of soldiers 
within the wans,, because they might 
feeeoffle a menace to the publ'c life.

but they are very Intelligent and 
eager to learn, and particularly fond 
of singing and music. They are 
affectionate and devoted to their Offi- 
cers. At sixteen the girls are seut to 
situations, and turn out good ser- 
vants. One has been with her present 
InlBlress two years. 

Some years ago the Insnectress of 
'Aboriginals in Queensland heard that 
a white child was living In an out- 
bach camp amongst a rather wild 
tribe of aboriginals. It was feared 
that the child had been stolen at eorae 
time or other from some white fam- 
ily. In order not to frighten the 
trlho, tho taepeetress personally -' 
journeyed to the camp, and before 
mentioning the child endeavoured to 
gain the confidence of the blacks by 
hind words. Eventually the cblld 
was produced, and there certaialy. 
.•was a vaat contrast between her com- 
plexion and the very dusky ones of 
the tribe, A very blacfc woman with 
three black children hanging around 
her vowed that the white child was 
hers, and stroagly Tesented every bue- 
BeBtloB put forth of tailing the cblld - : 
away. However, after much per- . 
suasion the lnspectress Induced the 
whole family to come with ber to 
Brisbane for a trip. The Govern- 
ment authorities decided that as no 
Information concerning the white 
child could be got from the blacks, 
Bhe should be sent for some years 
to our Children's Home at Yeronga. 

The black mother was still very 
averse to parting with Chrlssle, and 
the inspectreas was anxious not to 
gain tho enmity of the blacks. It 
was arranged for tho whole family to 
go for a few daya to the Children's 
Home. Here a small dormitory was 
vacated for their use. After seeing 
the Home and kind Officers' and chil- 
dren, Rhfl wnn Induced to leave Ohrls- 
sle, and eventually, with her children, 
she returned to ber tribe. It was* 
never definitely found out If Chrisale 
was a stolen white cblld or was 
really the child of the black woman, 
although there wail a little stir In 
the newBiiaijcrs over her case at the 
time, ami a mother In N.S.W,, read- 
ing tli cm, was led to think and hope 
that Clirl.^Hle was her long-lost little 
eh'l. who had mysteriously disap- 
peared when very young. However, 
fiomo well-remembr red marks on ber 
lris-f child were not round on Chrlssle, 
f-o her hot*K were >!lt>a|ii>olnted> For 
yean; Clirh'Kle ren>:iliied under the 
OfRff""' <fYt; and learned of Jesua 
and HI* love. Daily attending the 
H'h";l held at tin- Home, she also 
If-aifrl i« rend and write.
